It is gratifying to the selectmen to be able to report that the 
finances of the town are in better condition than for many 
years. During the year just ended the Selectmen have bought 
a new steel fire proof safe, capable of meeting the require- 
ments of the town for many years to come, for which was paid 
$340 oo. We also sold the cottage belonging to the town, for 
which we received the sum of $835 oo. ‘The town still owns 
land enough to furnish material for many years to come. We 
would also report that we have during the year bought $550 oo 
of the town’s bonded debt, reducing the bonded debt to $24,650, 
and have in the hands of the Town Treasurer $1512 71 in 
cash, ‘an increase from last year of $932 79. During the year 
the Selectmen have had fitted an office for Selectmen and 
Town Clerk, and now have an office creditable to the town and 
ample for the needs of its officers. Knowing the responsibility 
resting upon us, we have endeavored to discharge our duty to 
the best of our ability, realizing that as public servants we 
were targets to the universal custom of condemnation or com- 
mendation. The only fruits arising from such remarks are 
that it has a tendency to keep the good citizens from holding 
office, for in case of failure the minds of the unfriendly are 
tickled and no one benefited thereby.

STATISTICAL TABLE OF SCHOOLS. 
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Record of the Public Streets, Lanes and 
Landings in Newcastle, N. H. 





As many persons have expressed a desire to have published 
the record of the public streets, lanes and landings in the town, 
we have deemed it advisable to do so, and copy the following 
from the old records of the town, dated 1805 to 1834. 


Whereas by an act of the legislature of this state, passed December 20th, 
1803, the selectmen of any town in this state may if they think it necessary, 
make any of the roads or streets in their respective towns wider or 
straighter Wherefore, we, the selectmen of Newcastle, have widened and 
straightened the streets in this town as follows, namely :— 

First. Beginning at the northeast corner of Thomas Bell’s wood-house, 
from thence running north sixteen degrees; west eighteen and one-half 
rods to a station forty feet from the front door of Isaac Pridham’s and 
Martha Bell’s house; thence north forty-three and one-half degrees; west, 
eight rods and 20 tinks to the corner of Thomas Sheafe’s lot, at a station 
bearing north 65 degress; west twenty-nine and one-half feet from the 
southwesterly corner of Wilson’s house,now belonging to Henry Prescott. 
The above described lines are the southwardly side of the street, which 
shall be twenty-four feet wide, excepting those places which are now more 
than that width. 

Secondly. From a station bearing south six degrees; west twenty-four 
feet from the southeasterly corner of a house belonging to the heirs of 
Capt. Meshach Bell, deceased, we run north eighty-four degrees; west six 
rods and fifteen links to the northeasterly corner of the widow Peggy 
Tredick’s house. The above lines we determine for the southerly side of 
the street, which is to be twenty-four feet wide, excepting where it is more 
by the original fence now standing on the northerly side of the street. 

Thirdly. From the northwesterly corner of John Kennier’s house, south 
79 degrees; west seventeen rods four links to the northeasterly corner of 
Christopher Amazeen’s house, thence by the front of said house to the 
northwesterly corner of it; thence north eighty-three degrees; west five 
rods fourteen links to the northeasterly corner of the widow Elizabeth 
Yeaton’s house; thence following the northerly side of said house to the 
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northwesterly corner of the same; thence north sixty-two degrees; west nine 
rods, passing by the store of John Amazeen, Jr., at a distance of twenty- 
four feet therefrom. The above lines are considered as the southerly side 
of the street, which is determined by us to be twenty-four feet wide. From 
thence south sixty-five degrees; west four rods to another street near the 
corner of land in possession of the heirs of Mary Jones, deceased, the 
width of the street to be as before. 

Fourthly. We determine that the street shall be twenty-four feet wide, 
from the front of Joseph Amazeen’s house to the front of Foxwell Curtis’ 
house. 

Fifthly. From the easterly corner of the widow Jane Jones’ house we 
run north to the river, and determine the street or passage-way shall be 
twenty-four feet wide on the east side of the above line. 

Sizthly. From a station bearing east twenty-four feet from the south-
